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Too Many Strikes Can Bring Public Disfavor 
Laff-A-Day 


If any of us are to judge by the com­ 
ments we hear from nearly all sides and 
all classes of people we must begin to feel 
a firm conviction that too many strikes 
arc being called by some unions for reas­ 
ons which seemingly appear unjustifiable. 
Many people who have openly express­ 
ed this view are by no means antagonistic 
to labor unions. They do indicate a belief 
however that if the labor unions them­ 
selves do not soon take steps to stop such 
action, there should be government moves 
of some type to restrict strikes. 
When strikes are called covering huge 
areas of the country because of some 
simple controversy in one small region, 
they become definitely unreasonable in 
our opinion. 
Labor unions were born, passed through 
their early growth and became full grown 
because public opinion was behind them 
in their struggle to win for their members 
fair pay and good working conditions. 
That same public opinion can bring 
about their undoing, if through too fre­ 
quent. and too often unwarranted strikes 
cause the public to become so incensed 
that there comes a general demand for 


legislation to put a stop to such acts or 
perhaps even to make strikes illegal. 
The general public usually is patient 
and sometimes long suffering but some­ 
times suddenly there arises a limit to its 
fortitude. Each strike that seriously dis­ 
commodes all or any large part of the 
public tends to make people look with dis­ 
favor on the too - frequently petty reasons 
on which some strikes are called. This 
can bring about an unfavorable attitude 
ttward the entire structure of labor union­ 
ism which has many good points. 
One prominent eastern new spaper re­ 
cently commented on this as follows: 
“What most people think in the end de­ 
termines such matters. Each prolonged 
strike, with its accompanying hardships 
and bitterness, hastens the day when pub­ 
lic opinion will demand that the strike 
weapon be abolished,’ o^ at least that its 
use be sharply curtailed. 
“ Public opinion will demand this not be­ 
cause it is against higher wages or short­ 
er hours or unionization; but because it 
has too often seen, and felt, the destruct­ 
ive consequences of using a sledge ham­ 
mer to crack a nut.”

Man Against Darkness 


In the conflict of ideas in which 
F ather Hugh Hatton suffered ex­ 
com m unication from vthe Prince­ 
ton cam pus, one of the principal 
Item s at issue is an article by 
Prof. W. T. S tate, published in 
“ The Atlantic Monthly” in Sept­ 
em ber 1948 
In this article, State discussed 
• statem ent issued by the Ro­ 
m an Catholic bishops of the Unit­ 
ed States, attributing the chaos 
and bew ilderm ent in the modern 
world to the abandonm ent of God 
and religion. 
Prof. Stace held that the bish­ 
ops were correct, although “ for 
m y part I believe in no religion 
at all M 
Having no religion of his own. 
P roi. Stace nevertheless accepts 
th at religion played a part in 
m aking life com fortable and liv­ 
able. However, he was impelled 
by his atheism to state: 
. 
Since the world is not 
ruled by a spiritual being, but 
ra th e r by blind forces, there can­ 
not be any ideals, m oral or oth 
trw ise, in the universe outside 
os. Our ideals, therefore, must 
proceed only f r o m our own 
m inds; they are our own inven 
lions. Thus the world which su r­ 
rounds us is nothing but an im ­ 
m ense spiritual em ptiness. . 
This concept of life Father Hal- 
ton, as a priest of God, could not 
accept. He felt impelled to say 
ac. He regarded it as his priest­ 
ly duty to warn Catholic students 
at Pnncton that in the eyes of 
th eir church s u c h beliefs were 
heretical aud dangerous and re ­ 
presented an im m oral approach- 
lo iii* 
This was 
not a 
quarrel be­ 
tween men of unequal training 
and authority. Both hold schol­ 
arly degrees. F ath er Hatton is 
the 
disciplined 
votary of t h e 
Dominican order; Prof. Stace is 
free to say w hat he chooses. 
I would say, from reading this 
article and Prof. S ta te ’s books, 
that while 
he has 
w ritten an 
obituary for God. he regrets that 
It should have been 
necessary. 
He acknowledges the anti-G o d 
revolution and finds that it is, 
like most revolutions, a calam ity. 
Prof Stace defines the revolu­ 
tion in this paragraph: 
. .There is a popular belief 
th at some 
particular 
scientific 
discoveries or theories, such as 
the Darwinian theory of evolu­ 
tion, or the views of geologists 
about the age of the earth, or a 
series of such discoveries, have 
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done the dam age. It would be 
foolish to deny that these dis­ 
coveries have had a great effect 
in underm ining religion* dogm as. 
But this account does not at all 
go to the root of the m atter. 
Religion can probably outlive any 
scientific discoveries which could 
be m ade. It can accom m odate 
itself to them . The root cause 
of the decay of faith has not 
been any particular discovery of 
science, but upon which modern 
science, 
from 
the 
seventeenth 
century onwards, has proceeded.” 
No m atter how sorrowful Prof. 
Stace gazes upon the corpse of 
religion, he nevertheless is c e r­ 
tain that religion has been killed 
and that it was killed by .science 
because science has established 
th at we live in “ a purposeless 
and mekingless universe.” 
And he proceed from 
th a t 
c o n c l u s i o n to the next one, 
nam ely, that th* “ life of man is 
purposeless and m eaning I e s s.” 
This nihilism is not new in the 
thought of m an. Lao Tze held it, 
as did Schopenhauer and perhaps 
the author of Ecclesiastes. 
If Prof. 
Stace 
is 
correct, it 
could be logical for all sensitive 
men and women to com mit sui­ 
cide. Why continue to struggle 
if life is purposeless, m eaning­ 
less and futile? It is not reason­ 
able to expect that any man who

believes that God created t h e 
heaven and the earth and 
all 
that is contained therein can ac­ 
cept that God did it without pur­ 
pose and without meaning. 
Surely no Christian or Jew or 
Moslem can accept such a con­ 
cept of life. And if F ather Hal- 
ton’s voice was the only one to 
be raised in protest against Prof. 
Stace's nihilism and atheism , he 
was entitled to be heard no m at­ 
ter how vehem ent his statem ent. 
Killing God is an old trick and 
it is always accom panied by a 
storm , a storm in each individ­ 
ual’s personal life.

The 
greatest need in education today 
is fresh ideas, not more seeking 
of students stam ped in the sam e 
mold.” 
Taylor said there were three 
ways 
in 
w h i c h 
sm all 
colleg­ 
es could recapture the experim en­ 
tal 
educational 
clim ate 
of 
the 
1930s: 
1. They could begin program un­ 
der which students took over the 
burden of teaching o th er students 
on a supervised basis. “ This,” he 
said, “ could be an exciting experi­ 
ment, and m ight develop a gener­ 
ating agency for teachers devoted 
to teaching—som ething this coun­ 
try now badly lacks.” 
2. They could have their stu­ 
dents concentrate on only one or 
two courses taken at a tim e, “ but 
taken deeply and seriously, with 
no thought of how many credit 
hours it Alight m ean. Let’s forget 
the idea th at the purpose of a 
school is 
to 
graduate 
students. 
Let’s concentrate on giving the 
students an education.” 
3. 
They 
could 
experim ent 
in 
their study program , lf they w ant­ 
ed. they could teach only science 
—or only poetry, or music or the 
dance . . . They don’t have to be 
bound by w hat the larger, more 
rigid institutions are doing. 
Some of the larger state univer­ 
sities, Taylor said, have done their 
best in experim ental e d u c atio n - 
such schools as the universities of 
Iowa, 
Michigan, 
Wisconsin 
and 
Minnesota. 
"B ut these schools,” he 
said, 
“ are bound by tradition, oy boards 
of education, by their very size. 
Only the sm all non-accredited col­ 
leges can revam p their entire pro­ 
gram and decide what would be 
good for the students to learn, and 
then teach them .” 
Taylor’s views contrasted sharp­ 
ly with those of the CASC. The 
council, 
representing 
65 
non-ac­ 
credited colleges across the na­ 
tion, only a short tim e earlier had 
announced plans for collecting one 
million dollars a year for the next 
three years. 
The CASC schools want the m on­ 
ey to expand their faculties 
and
